EAKTH WOr.MS IX 1-OTS. 


TUo common earth worm is sometimes 


quite troublesome to the plant grower. A 
friend of Monroe County, Mo., writes, "My 
house plants have .suffered, very much from 
efuih worms. 
I tried many things,aud they 


only became more numerous. 
At last I put 


ten drops of carbolic acid in it pint of water, 
nnd poured that ou Iho earth iii pots, and it 
acted like n charm, killed all the worms,and 
Lho plants began lo improve at once. 
U has 


been three weeks siuco it was applied,'and 
tjiey are all in a nice, growing condition,and 
I think that is lime enough I o show what it 
wiH do." 


APPLE OIICHAKUS DETERIORATING. 


An interesting paper 011 this subject was 


read before the i'nrmcr.s' Olub of Now Yoik 
Jjy Dr. J. V. C. Smith, which excited much 
discussion among the member;; present. TUo 
prevalent belief appeared la bo, however, 
that tU.o (!ond.ilians of cultivating apple 
orchards had hardly changed in the past 
few yeans, or rather within a generation, 
nnd that the greatest cause of the change 
was to bo found in tho 
thoughtless aud 


wasteful destruction 
of forest trees which 


provided for orchards the ueccssnry climatic 
nourishment. Thn farosts aro justly termed 
tho conservative forces in nature, in conse- 
quence of their power to hsinnouix.e ex- 
tremes of tcrnporuturo. They not only serve 
for a shelter from tho cold winds, but they 
maintain tho humidity of the'atmosphere, 
cud equalize the temperature so as to suit 
the demands of vegetation. 
Cultivators of 


all kiud.s of fruits, as well as of vegetables, 
will in duo time consider tho importance of 
a fact which has been HO long neglected at a 
risk not now to bo estimated. 


HUTTING IIKNb IS THE SPUING. 


During the early Spring mouths it will bo 


found that tho number of losses in hatching 
will be diminished if thu nests are made as 
warm m possible. Instead of placing a hand- 
ful of loo.so straw in a- square box or pigeon 
hole, u couple of shovelfuls of pulverulent 
earth, or even coal ashes, should, fivst be" 
thrown in. This has the twofold advantage 
of being readily hollowed out into a concave 
nest, which keeps tho eggs together aud 
prevents them from rolling away from under 
the hen ; and, secondly, it forms a much 
warmer nest, niid kceus, the pees at a uronnr 
hatchiug temperature iii spito of the cold 
weather. Simple as this precaution may ap- 
pear, it is one that will bo found greatly to 
conduce to success iu hatching during the 
earlier months in tho year. Another precau- 
tion that should always bo taken is to ex- 
amine tho eggs after they havo been set up- 
on for a week, and to removo Ihoso that 
look clear when held 
r^t niyhl against a 


lighted candle. This plan is most advan- 
tageous;, as by Iho removal of the sitriloand 
unfertilised egg;; those k f t in ihe nest roll 
into tho centre, and arc much less liable to 
be uncovered by the movements of tho heu. 


\\i PHUT TO TItK LAND. 


There urti too many farmer.-; who take no 


thouglit of how they aro impoverishing 
their land and making 110 return. The crops 
arc continually dccvciuiiug, still they do not 
noto the warning. It iii a mistaken idea that 
wu may lake nil we can from our farms, 
giving nothing bade, and still maintain that 
the land owes us a living. 
Tho truth of iho 


business i:;, we are HO indebted to the soil 
for past favors thai our credit is not good, 
aud unless we pay »l least n fair interest wo 
.shall become untrustworthy. 
England has 


doubled her wheat crop in thirty years by 
'the judiuious employment of fertilizers, and 
wo aro not in a fair way lo show crops with 
her until wo learn tho necessity of being 
open-handed with our tit'lds and feed them 
well. 
Plenty of good manure secures good 


wheat, corn, oats,everything; and wo should 
study tho plan of gelling Urn IflrjjPKt poscihle 
amount of it in thu most tn-nnomical manner. 
A good herd of ontUo.ir judiciously fed,pays 
well for lime and fmlder in Ihe manure pro- 
duce,and when sold gives a margin of profit. 
A good muck bed is a mine of iwouey to Iho 
farmer. 
Tho slops from Ihe house,tho wash 


of tho barnyard, and tho n^hcs,. night soil, 
scrapings of tho dii[i yard, etc., that r.ve 
usually wasted, have in them Lho (.laments 
whiclunighLbG made to furr.iwh many home 
comforts thai farmers often foel too poor lo 
afford. 


WHY WET LAND SHOULD ttli DRAINED. 


Jfrco access of atmospheric air to every 


part of tho soil is of, Iho utmost importance. 
Tho air assists tlio various processes of de- 
composition by which dead animal and vege- 
table mailer is nwulo lo yield products of 
tho highest value as elements of food for 
plants 
If the soil is full of wnU'r,of course 


the air emmol gel into Iho soil lo perform 
this office. 
Hence, draining by drawing off 


tho walci- beneath, gives the air free admis- 
sion 16 tlio soil, mid each shower of rain, 
by displacing tho air already present, and 
then falling through tho :;oil running away 
in tho drains, renewing tbo supply of fresh 
nir. In this way drains aro of the greatest 
bouctit. Drains actually diminish the loss 
of plr.r.t fowl by washing >«™y.

oro to bo found, and where tlioso roots cati 
size aud absorb Ihcsfi soluble mailers. Drain- 
iiiK causes tho rain to pas» lhron«h \\ con- 
flidcrnhlo thickness of soil hoforo it runfl off, 
honco it causes less loss of nutritive matter 
than in offi-wlnmid by ralu wnshiiiR noil as it 
does in updiaim.d lauds, carryinff off to tho 
HtroftinH and rivers much of tho Valuable nu- 
tritive matter that al.'oumls on 
thomirfaoo.

OKAY*.— Jtich savory gravy ciiu be inacU 


for any meat, bacoii itot accepted, by 'tak- 
ing a cup of sweet milk (or cold water if 
you hare no milk,) 'dissolve a tablespooiiful 
of com starch or flour iti the milk; add one 
or more well whipped eggs, some butter and 
pour slowly into the Lot gravy, stirriug con- 
stantly a minute or two utUil ready to take 


P&iiN KICK PUDDINU — In ft six quart pud- 


diiig.pau put one ami oue-half ieouupfuls of 
riuo, not boiled; add two egcs beaten with 
one cup of migar, a little salt end nutmeg; 
a 3d one cup of raisins; fill the pan with 
milk; set in_tho oven; bake two hours. 
It 


will need stirring twice after it begiiisto 
bake, lloth these puddings ore to bo eaten 
with butter. 


AITLE Ssow.— Itofl-st eight tart tipples nud 


pulp thorn 
through n move ; 
take 
one 


balf pound of the pulp and, when cold, mix 
with it one half pound of finely sifted loaf 
sugar and the thin rind of a small lemon; 
beattho whites of threo eggs, whisk all the 
ingredients together to a fmo froth and pile 
on a glass dish. 
A little sponge cake soaked 


in frirft syrup and laid on the bottom of the 
dislf, is an improvement. 


CHARLOTTE KUSSE.— Line a plain mold with 


sponge cake, cut to lit exactly; brush over 
the inside very lightly with the white of an 
egg, and put it upon ico. Beat up one pint 
of rich cream with one ounce of isinglass 
(previously dissolved in sufficient water to 
cover it). Sweeten and flavor to the taste, 
Pour this into the mold, cover HwHhapiece 
of sponge cake, cut exactly the size. 
Ice it, 


and turn it out very carefully, 


ULASO MANOE. — Take as much Irish moss 


a.i will till a coffee cup; put it in a bowl and 
pour boiling water over it, and let it stand 
about ten minutes; wash it out and soak it 
over night in cold water; put the water and 
moss into three quarts of milk the next 
morning, and boil leu minutes; strain it 
through a very fine sieve or musliu, into 
molds; add half a teaspoouful salt. 
Serve 


with sugar and cream flavored with vanilla, 
lemon or strawberry. 


ICE CAKE. — Mix thoroughly one half pound 


of flour, one hnlf pound ground rice, cur- 
rants, one quarter pound sugar, one quarter 
ounci mace and cloves, some mixed peel, 
a few bitter almonds pounded, some sweet 
almonds split, one teaspoouful of carbonate 
of soda, melt ono half pound fresh butter in 
a pint of warm milk, and the yelks and 
whites of four eggs beaten separately; put 
this by degrees on the dry ingredients, beat 
well: put into n buttered mold and bake; 


(JiiocoL.u'i; GUEAM. —Scrape two squares 


of chocolate and put them into a stewpan 
with two ounces of sugar, a pint of milk, and 
a half plot of cream : lot it boil until a third 
of it is consumed, nud when half cold beat 
up tho yolks of aix eggs with it ; strain the 
whole through n sieve, and then put the 
small cups or dishes in which tho cream is 
to bo served into a pan containing enough 
boiling water to reach above half way up the 
cream. 
Cover the pan and lay fire on tho 


lul ; boil it till done, and serve cold. 


DEUroxico PUDDING.— One quart of milk ; 


three oven lenspoonfuls of corn-starch, dis- 
solved in oold milk: tho yolks of five eggs; 
six loaspooLifuls of sugar. 
Boil three or 


four minutes ; pour in a pudding-dish and 
bake half an hoar, or perhaps lesa time will 
do if tlia oven is hot. Beat the whiles of 
the eggs with six teaspoonf uls of sugar • put 
it over the top and return the pudding to 
the oven till it is a nice light brown.
